Council will conduct an 
intensive review of all lands 
within town limits available 
for commercial and light 
industrial development, The 
study will embrace every 
aspects of furthering such 
development, including 
methods of financing muni- 
cipal services, zoning pol- 
icies, parking and transpor- 
tation requirements and a 
close look at assessment 
rates presently in effect, 

First meeting will be 
scheduled in the very near 
future, pending some infor- 
mation being )repared by 
staff by way ci inventory, 
engineering statistics and 
related matters, 

Noting that the town has 
already subdivided in some 
areas for light industrial 
and commercial develop- 
ment, such as the property 
west of Bellevue under C4 
zoning, de Bruijn suggested 
that major developers, have 
ing land zoned for this pur- 
pose, should be interviewed 
as part of the investigative 
study. 

Motion by de Bruijn to 
begin the study was unani- 
mously supported by counc'l 
under new business, follow- 
ing earlier discussion as 
the regular meeting of coun- 
cil which resuited in a mo- 
tion not to advertise in the 
February issue of Alberta 
Business Journal, While 
Hudson didn’t like ‘‘coune 
cil’s attitude’’ Lukay felt 
council was being ‘‘realis- 
tic,” in not advertising un- 
til sufficient serviced sites 
were available to justify the 
expense, Kambouroff wan- 
ted council to make a firm 
decision on what type of use 
can be made of existing 
land serviced for commer- 
cial purposes, so that pros- 
pective buyers could be in- 
formed promptly.

Council has forwarded to 
the minister of culture, 
youth and recreation, asub- 
mission supporting three 
points which have been rais- 
ed on library legislation: 

a) The present upper lime 
it of two mills that munici- 
palities may allocate to lib- 
raries is too low and should 
be raised or eliminated, Al- 
so, the allocation of monies 
should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the municipality, 

b) The present lower 
limits are tied to the grant 
structure and are too low, 
outdated, and discrimina- 

tory; therefore, should be 


replaced by an equalized 
grant structure which re- 
moves population stipula- 
tions, 

c) The grants for any one 
year are based on the popu- 
lation figures for the pre- 
ceding year; thus figures 
obtained in January 1971 
are applicable to the grants 
in 1972, This is a signifi- 
cantly lower figure for 
grants for a rapidly grow- 
ing community,

The Honourable Dr, Allan 
A, Warrack, minister of 
lands and forests, has ann- 
ounced several changes 
which will affect non-resi- 
dent hunting of trophy sheep 
and moose in Alberta, The 
changes are designed to bet- 
ter and more fairly dis- 
tribute these big game re- 
sources to Albertans and 
Canadians and recognizes 
the need for restrictions on 
the non-resident harvest of 
these valuable species. 

Trophy sheep for non- 
residents and non-resident 
non-Canadians will be availe 
able on a limited draw basis 
only in 1972, Permits will 
be issued before May l, 
1972, The successful non= 
resident applicant for atro= 
phy sheep licence will also 
have to provide proof that 
he has engaged a registered 
guide before his licence is 
issued and no non-resident 
sheep hunting will be all- 
owed south of the Bow River. 

Changes in the licence fee 
for the special non-resident 
moose licence are being 


considered, 

There will be no changes 
with regard to the guiding 
industry in 1972. Guides and 
outfitters will be allowed to 
operate in the same manner 
as in previous years.

In line with amendments 
to smallpox vaccination pol- 
icy in the Province of Alb- 
erta announced recently by 
the Minister of Health and 
Social Development, Stur- 
geon Health Unit has dis- 
continued routine smallpox 
vaccination, 

Formerly children were 
vaccinated at one year, at 
school entry and in grades 
six and nine, and vaccina- 
tion every five years was 
recommended for adults. 

Vaccination will still be a 
necessary requirement for 
health workers and for tra- 
vellers to certain countries 
abroad, and will also con- 
tinue to be available for 
those persons who specifi- 
cally request it. 


Medical Officer of Health, 
Dr, James Howell, says the 
Unit entirely supports the 
provincial change of policy 
which follows very careful 
assessment by groups of 
experts and parallels chane 
ges in other provinces, the 
U.S, and U.K, Smallpox is 
occurring in very few coun- 
tries (14 in 1971 compared 
with 39 in 1967) of which only 
one, Brazil, is inthe Ameri-

New vaccine for IBR 


Re-issued from the D, A,’s

A new vaccine came on 
to the Canadian market re- 
cently which can be used to 
vaccinate pregnant cows and 
heifers against infectious 
bovine rhinotracheitis (IBR) 
or rea nose. In the past, 
IBR vaccines could be used 
only on open cows, 

The new vaccine was re= 
leased in the United States 
last fall after about a year 
of trials. It was first usedin 
Alberta in November on a 
dairy herd near Edmonton, 
Dr. G@ G Klavano, micro- 
biologist at the provincial 
veterinary services labora= 
tory, reports that there have 
been no subsequent abort- 
ions in the herd, nor any side

Dr. Klavano strongly ade 
vised dairy and beef cattle 
producers to keep all addi- 
tions to their herds complet- 
ely separate from unvaccine 
ated breeding herds while 
the gows are in calf, He 
also advises anyone who 
buys feeders to keep them 
well away from the breed- 
ing herd, 

Dairymen would be wise, 
he says, to contact their 
local veterinarian and dis- 
cuss the feasibility of using 
the new vaccine on their

breeding herd ‘‘closed’’ and
